Said well by Parker and Merriam respectively, the idea that the West, that 
Cascadia end up following the same path as her Eastern counterparts would be a 
fatal choice for the uniqueness of the region. Parker and many of her 
contemporaries spurred a revivalist effort that still holds fruit to this day, a proud 
tradition of maintaining their cultural separation from the hegemonic 
North-Eastern or South-Eastern archetypes. A dream of independence, of a 
separate Cascadia, survived in this revival. 


Cascadian action, inheriting two centuries of efforts seeks to rekindle this 
uniqueness, which like with the advent of rail travel now stands under threat from 
assimilation under the communication age. But no matter the effort of modern 
Consumerism to make all people cookie-cutter copies of one another, that 
historic north-western wild spirit lives in the unique cultural activities of 
Cascadia. 


Why Now?
